WASHINGTON (UPI) — With a nourish of. bouquets, 
President Carter Sunday con^atulatcd Congress "on a 
record of accompllBhment unmatched In more than a 
decade" and said passage of an energy program was the 
-Start needed to end Aiperlca-'s dependence on foreign oil—

' BMslon, the president said in a statement "The American 
people can lie jusUy proud of the work, this Congress h^ .

Carter flew to CaropT)avld Sunday for a twinJay^visit- 
after levnbig that Congress had finally ^tossed his long-., 
stalled energy package. He planned to remain, at thc- 
presldentlal retreat until Monday evening or Tuesday 
morning, after which he will begin signing the stacks of 
bills passed in the closing hours of the session. 

The president gave no clues of his acllon on any of the 
major legislation. But there wns no question that he would 
-aign-the five-part energy progriimr-ind-press-secretary-

Naturally, weather in a 
given area can vary the sav- 
ings figures to some extent.
